As ho was 
liol|icd iml of tlio car liis eyes rested upon 
such an oxtraoidiiiary si<^'lit, as it in xaid 
by the-citi/uiiH, nut to hiivo buun seen in 
this town iliiriiiL; many your.s. There, 
under tlio sc(ircliiii[| r.iys of tlio sun, with 
their bats nil', was a vast lindy of 
slalwait men, |i;ickoil ho closely to- 
L'litlicr that a |iaHsa;^o could not bo 
nmdo for Homt^ minutes. In vain did Mr. 
Kilbride and his other friends beseech tliu 
llirniiL;inL,' ilioii.sandH tu uiako^ way and to 
sloj) sbakiiiLj hands with Mr O'Brien.

What ho did proljably 
prcvuiitoil a riot, for had there been ,>4iiy 
at tack tlio moll who had met O'Brien at 
till) depot in the fureiiooii and who were 
and in lunidreds mnrching up and 
down the side strcct.s woid,l have done 
terrible <i\i iMitioti. O'l'.rion's bodyguard 
in Hamilton was an organizeil reality. 
All was 'piiot U|) to this but tlio worst 
was lo come. 

-Aiiolhi-r attack was made upon O'Brien 
this lime with tin; arms and again there 
was aiiotlior miraeidous escape, this es- 
liiiwovcr, being acconipiinied by a 
wouiiil ill I li..! u iisl of line of O'iirion's 
faithriil coiiiiiaiiiiiiis. M'lliioii was sitting 
lowii after having made a vigorous spuucli 
II ret 111 11 for the vote of thanks passed, 
ami Kilbride wa* engaged in a like task. 
Just then a man was observed on the 
platform leaning over and whispering 
.something in O'i'rien's etir. It was 
not iced that (I'i'rien shoo); his head as 
Lliougli ill dissiiiil. 'I'lie man jieruisted. 
Half of the audience r.ow rose to their 
feet, peering over each other's lieads and 
anxiously striving to catch a glimpse of 
what was going forward on the platform. 
The chairman tried to ipiell tho anxiety 
by asking the audience to hear Kilbride; 
but the crowd of a thousand jieoplo 
iiiined with angry feelings tlnit have 
.istcil .liiicir two auccossivo attempts on 
I'lliicu at Kingston and Toronto were 
not, cisily ijuietod down. Thoy had 
noticed that the niai: .vliispored to()'l?rien 
and they wire evidently deturinined to 
see what it meant. The man again made 
111 apjieal, whatever it was and again 
O'lirieii .Hhook bis head. .Still ono more 
ap]>ual was made and this time 
O'Brien seemed to aciiuiesco. The 
fii-st sign of connnotion was wlion 
Mr. O'lJiieii got up and loft 
the pl;ilform. 'I'lii.s was in responHU 
the reipiest several times made to him 
which he had already refused. It was the 
idea of Home otlicious and meddling man— 
a plan whicli he had lo Have O'Brien's life. 
Tlui plan was to leave tho riiik by a nar- 
row alley, then reach .McNab street and 
ilo a carriage in waiting and drive 
to the liolcl. It was the first time during 
his lour that he did not go out the ordin- 
ary way and the j)lan well nigh cost him 
his life. In tho carriage which was cover- 
ed only, besides O'lirien, wore Mohiii. 
iMcAhihon and Itoclie, of the local 
branch of tho national league and 
Deiiiii.H Kilbride. I )ii thu drivor'« seal, 
wcro .lohii Nelson wlio lu;lil the reins and 
T. 1'. O'Brien. As they whipped up the 
horses and faced for the hotel a crowd 
suddenly appeared. This crowd proved 
unfriendly, for no sooner had O'Brien and 
his fiioiicls taken their plucen than thoy 
Hot u[} the usual liiHsing and gruaninjf, 
which afterwards proved to be a signal t<j 
a group of live men who liukod around 
tiio market liiiildingiii iVIarketsnuaro. The 
men who hissed ami groaned followed 
the carriage, and as it wheeled into the 
market H(piare tliei ii was a sudden click; 
the horses |)ranccil and a Hash of 
light suddenly ovoiBpruad the group 
of buildings whore tho men .lurked. The 
reins dropped out of .John Nelson's hands 
ami, with an exclamation, "Oh! my (iod, 
I'm shot:" ho tell forward on tho seat. 
(Jrash, crash, as (jiiick as lightning, and 
through bright flaHhuH of llume, spud bid- 
lets from two revolvers until eight shots 
had boon tired. O'Brien strotchod forward 
to look out, and as he did bo a ball whis- 
tled by his face and passed through tho op- 
posite window without hsriuing anybody.

TVIMIOII) AT CAIRO. 

Tliu ijrevalenee of ty[ihoi(l .and other 
forms of malarial fe\ er at Cairo during 
tho past few nnintlis tends to complete 
the ruin of the reputjition of the Egyj)tian 
capitaL as a winter resort for invalids. 
Within the last fow years the climate of 
tho Nile delta has entirely changed, and 
wiioreas until 187H such a t hing as r.tiu 
was entirely unknown at Cairo, there is 
nowadays one periietu;d and almost tro- 
pical downi)oiu', which commences in 
November and lusts until March. Nut 
onlyt thia, but two years ago there was ac- 
tually a snowfall at Suez, on the shores of 
tho Rod sea, wliicli astounded and fright 
ened tlie natives. The ■ atnn>Hpheri( 
changes wiiich .-ire sometimes attrihuteil 
to the e.xisteuco of the Suez amal and of 
■ the Sweet Water canal, a;o naturally 
causing a complete revolution in the con- 
struction of houses and mode of life. The 
entire roofs have had to ho rendered wa- 
tor-tigllt, (ire-places and s(oves installed 
in all tho rcjonis instead of the old-time 
braziers, and oven the unfortunate fellah 
.ia OUithe lookout for soiuo more resisting 
material than the dried mud wliich he 
has hitherto used to build his hovel. A 
much serious result, however, is the 
growing unhealthinesH of the (ilaco. 'I'be 
Cairo of to-day is built on the ruins of 
some eight or ten defunct cities which 
have in turn precidod it during dIio cen- 
turies. It is poreliod on tho top of a sort 
of plateau formed by some sixty feet of 
detritus of all kinds. Potslioidsj vfiokur- 
work, cinders, scraps of inotal, bitoof tile, 



and heaven only knows what else iicsidea, 
constitute the sulistrata of the city. Now, 
as long as there was no regular raiuf.all no 
ill etlecta wei e experienced, for the annual 
inundation of the Nile merely atl'ected tho 
immediate vicinity of tho river banks. But 
tho climate changes have altered this. The 
hoavy niia which falls day after day dur- 
ing the winter months regularly so.'Uvs 
through the detritus and in fact renders it 
nothing more or less than a heap of wet 
garbage. Every night a dense gray mist 
nia^' be observed rising up from tho groimd 
and ahirouding the city, to which, strange 
to sayi'invalids are sent ui suai-ch of health. 
Moreover, tlie moisture in' conjunctii>n 
with the detritus produces a8<u't of chemi- 
cal Hubstanoe which sa])s and literally eats 
away the fonndalions of the old buildings, 
lu a few ye.'us thu iuc<imparal)le tondis of 
the caliphs and Mamelukes, wub all their 
delicate tracery and emblems ( f the most 
glorious period of Saracenic art, will have 
disappeared, and very serious fears are en 
tortained about tho existence of the grand 
old inoHcpie (d' Sidtan llaasan,the prini^ipal 
IJasiliea - if to ii niaj' be termed — of tho 
Mohammedan religii in.

Ameer's object is not si> iiiueli lo preach a 
.lohad, tis to inform tin' people of what is 
passing in I'lurm'e. It begins in tbise 
words: "O! people of Afglmnislnn, who 
tire tho tribes of Dumulis, Ghil/ids, 
Farsibaii, llazaras and Turks that livi; in 
.•Vfghanistan, and who are true believers 
and .Mnssidinans, I h.ue the [deasure to 
inform ymi about wh.-it h.is oeeiiricil to 
your l)rethren in Tiirkey, » ho ln.'ing 
obedient and loyal to their ridigiou .uid 
Empire have acted wi.sely. This book 
contains a fiiw lUies to guide jdU to the 
right path, iiud it is necessary for \o\\ to 
act upon the same that yoii may 1k^ re- 
spected in this world and la- rew;ii-iled in 
the next. Those men who di:feii(l religion, 
.and .'ire hjyal, ami support I heir families, 
aiul serve their country should act 
aa advised, Hy doing so they n ill be hap- 
py in this world by the f.avor of (oid. I 
speak only to direct you to bi' very c;u'e- 
ful in this matter, and to t'idlow .-idx-ice, 
.as there is no reiiied^- besides the same. 
You must act as men, otherwise you will 
bo attacked by the enemy." The Ameei 
then goes on to say that early last Novem- 
ber the Sultan of Turkey suinmoned his 
iiiilitjiry and civil ofBcers, .mil infornnMi 
them that in former times it was consider- 
ed disgraceful to break a treaty. If one 
power trie'd to do all tho other jiowers in- 
terfered. Now, however, idl tliis wits 
changed. Policy had become a name for 
tho violation of treaties and friendship 
was cluiuged into fraud. lit! therefore 
conniianded them to be i-autioiis, foi' they 
wore siu'roinided \)y inliiU'ls, and war was 
e-X])ected between the powers. They 
should take care of their reputation and 
religion, otherwise Mahomed's religion 
might disappear. After heiiring the Sul- 
tan's si)eecii each officer wrote to liis own 
country on the subject,.. and on December 
18th they ngaiii as:4embied and infornied 
the Sultan that the people wore an.xious 
that 1,000,000 soldiors, all good Moslems, 
should he prepared for war.

G. Ferguson, commission agent, ex- 
hibitH in tho window of Miller it Hunter, 
Coi.o.vi.sT building, a watei- heating ap- 
paratus, that will prove of the greatest 
convenienco to all who roc piire largo <|uaii- 
tities of hot water, and especially for tho 
pucpose of bathing. It is a cylimlrici:! 
maonino, the upper portion of which con- 
sists of a large nuinber of copper spiral 
tubes. Water is introduced direct from 
the city piiies, and is thrown on» flataur- 
faoe, lending from which are vury small 
perforations. Through l liese llii' water 
passes dowi through tho cojipor springs to 
the pipe leading to the bath-tub or whei-- 
over it is necessary to lead tho hot water. 
To heuL till! water a gas jot is iiitri.diiced 
below, which heats the internal part of 
tho Geyser, so thatiinniediately the water 
leaves the top it is continuoualy being 
worked by heat. Tho copper ajiriiigs m- 
jiarate and heat it, when it falls on the 
flat surface of a cone of slioet iron. This 
completes the work, for tho water, which 
enters at the top icy cidd, Hows out at the 
bottom at a boiling heat. Where gas is 
introduced into a house hot water in any 
quantity may bo had at any time of the 
day ornight with t»'e only trouble of 
lighting it and turning on the water. The

THB VICTOEIA GARD 

The Naw Bummer B««ort on Vfctoria Arm; 
Above the Gorge Brld|^. 

The great natural beauties of the "Vic- 
toria Arm have been utilized to a certain 
extent during the past two years for resi- 
dential purposes, and many handsome 
homos have been built along its shores. 
There is no more delightful spot in the 
world to while away an hour or two, or an 
evening, by rowing up its placid waters, 
and as a picnic ground it has been the 
one place above all others that a small or 
large party would select for a day's outing. 
While this- is tho case up to date, very 
little had boon done to attract strangers 
and provide convoniouces. However, 
this is to a certain extent jirovidod for. 
Mr. J. Loowen, of Loowen & Brb, dur- 
ing tho past several years has been ac- 
quiring the property from the upper right 
hand side of the Gorge bridge, and is now 
the possessor of about twelve acres. This 
has a water f roll tjigo along the Arm from 
tho (iorgo bridge for over a thousand 
yarda and coiiiprisea one of tho loveliest 
of the numeroua charming spots on the 
Arm. A jiortion of it luid been previous- 
ly occupied by tho house known aa the 
"Gorge Retreat," but notlung had boon 
done to make the place artificially attrac- 
tive. Now the jiroperty has been fenced 
ill betff oen tho water and the Gorge road 
for its full length, and has been hiid oif 
into walks and gardens by a landscape 
gartlenor, and for some time past a num- 
ber of men have been engaged in clearing 
the place from underbrush and carrying 
out the design of making it a sum- 
mer resort. Tho old building has been 
reiuodulod and a wing added on, while a 
apacioua dancing pavilion baa been erect- 
ed. Everything ia now bright and com- 
fiu'table in the hotel and the arrange- 
ments are good for the scheme to be car- 
ried out this year. The grounds are pic- 
turesquely laid out in lawns and flower 
gardens, and although it is not expected 
that orerythiiig will be jierfect thia year, 
the grass which has been sown is already 
springing up, and it is txpected in a short 
time that there will be lovely stretches of 
onierald green and rowsandbeds of flowers 
of iniiumei'ablo cidor and variety. The 
banksaro being driven with pilesaiid a line 
of trees planted along the shore. Here and 
there trees have boon left in the grounds, 
and surrounded by seats, where one can 
sit and enjoy tho delightiul scene beneuth 
wide-spreading branches. In the upper 
portion of the groniida tho trees have 
been thinned out, the old stum])B re- 
moved, and jiicturesqiie walks made. A 
float has boon put out for boats, and it is 
the intention to build a board passage with 
rustic railing from the float to tho other 
side of the bridge, so that when the tide 
is ruiiiiiiig too strong ))artie8 may 
either tie tli(;ir boats below the bridge 
or pull tlu'iii thidiigh along the pas- 
.sago. Every po.s.silily convenieiico will be 
added to render the grounds so attractive 
that tlioy will become the popuhir resort 
of Victoria's citizens. For those who 
prefer driving, spacious stabling has been 
provided. There is a splendid well of 
imre water, ovi'i- which it is intended to 
place a wiiidniill ])unip, and distribute 
water by means of pipes to all parts of 
the grounds, erecting fountains, etc. 

The grounds lying to the upper side of 
the road, and which rise in a gentle 
ascent, will be converted into shady 
walks. It is the object at jiresent to 
only thin out the trees and place walk a 
here and there, but if the present accom- 
modation proves too small, it is the inten- 
tion of the proprietor to erect a hand- 
some summer hotel on the highest [joint 
of the ground. This would make a niag- 
nificuiit site for a hotel, for from it« 
sucond storey, around which would be 
wide balconies, the city and straits could 
be seen and landscape of a moat cliariii- 
ing character visible. Tho pure and 
invigorating atmosphere will render the 
place doubly plfca.saiit, for visitors would 
bo abiient from any impurities that may 
bo met with within the city limits. So 
soon as things are hi full bloat, omnibuses 
will run between the hotel and the city. 

THB VICTORIA GARDENS, 

as the now resort is named, has been 
leased by Mr. B. Wrede, who has fur- 
nished the hotel in a first class manner, 
and lias made every arrangement for the 
occommodation of guests. But a limited 
number can bo provided with lodging, but 
picnic p.irtiea, and every visitor who comes 
cuu be provided with lunches, iced drinks 
and ice cream, coffee, tea, or whatever 
they may require. It has always been a 
drawback to a picnic party that there was 
no jilace at wliicli a few luxuries that win- 
not be carrieil safely, could not bo pro- 
cured, but this will now no longer bo the 
caao. Dan<;ing parties may secure the 
hall and make arrangements for supper 
and music, and no more enjoyable spot 
could be secured for holding such an 
event. Tho guests could row or steam 
up the arm, and w ile the hours away in 
the mazy dance, returning in the moon 
light. The "Victoria Gardens" will prove 
a welcome attraction and convenience to 
the many who resort to the Arm for 
pleasure, and its enterprising promoter 
and lessee will no doubt reap a handsome 
reward for their enterprise.
